Friend influenced 
mum to harm her 
own daughter, 8

A MOTHER and her friend have 
been found guilty of the 
manslaughter of the mum’s eight- 
year-old daughter. 

Polly Chowdhury, 35, and Kiki 
Muddar, 43, were convicted on 
Wednesday following a trial at the 
Old Bailey. 

The pair, both of Bedwell Court, 
Broomfield Road, Chadwell Heath, 
were found guilty of killing Ayesha 
Ali at the home they all shared on the 
night of August 28, 2013. 

The court heard Ayesha’s mother, 
Chowdhury, and Muddar, subjected 
the girl to sustained physical and 
mental abuse in the months leading 
up to her death. 

The court was told Muddar 
befriended Chowdhury in 2007 in 
The Coppins, Chadwell Heath. 

Muddar invented two fictitious 
characters she used to manipulate the 
relationship Chowdhury and she had 
with the eight-year-old girl. 

Muddar called the two characters 
she invented Jimmy Chowdhry and 
Skyman. 

The two fictitious characters were 
portrayed as guiding spirits who 
chatted to Chowdhury using text 
message only. 

Throughout this period Muddar 
pretended a boyfriend had died dur¬ 
ing the London riots. She also pre¬ 
tended that she had cancer. 


As the two women’s relationship 
developed, the marriage between 
Chowdhury and her husband dete¬ 
riorated. 

Through the fictitious character 
Jimmy Chowdhry, Muddar created 
an online relationship with 
Chowdhury. 

Chowdhry was so taken with the 
character that she wanted to marry 
him. 

Muddar convinced Chowdhury 
that Ayesha would affect her and 
Jimmy Chowdhry’s health. 

The second character (Skyman) 
sent messages (by Muddar) to 
Chowdhury insisting she should pun¬ 
ish her daughter for bad behaviour. 

The court heard Ayesha was 


forced to scrub the house, miss 
meals, take cold baths and spend 
hours shut in her room as punish¬ 
ment for perceived bad behaviour. 

The court heard it wasn’t clear 
when the abuse of Ayesha started. 

In August 27, 2013, Muddar 
returned to the house with a new 
shower fitting. 

The following day Muddar 
returned to the address at 11.30pm 
and called 999 because 
Chowdhury had cut her wrists. 

Paramedics found Ayesha’s life¬ 
less body on her bedroom floor. 

She had been dead for some time 
following a head injury. 

A post-mortem found 56 separate 
injuries on Ayesha including a bite

mark on her shoulder and fresh bruis¬ 
ing on her head, body and limbs. 

The court heard when paramedics 
spoke to Muddar at the scene, she 
showed no concern for Ayesha. 

She told the paramedics that 
Ayesha was a naughty child and her 
mum thought she was possessed by 
the devil. 

Chowdhury was taken to hospital 
for treatment. 

Police found numerous letters and 
notes inside the property. 

The court heard one letter written 
by Chowdhury claimed she had 
taken Ayesha’s life after her daugh¬ 
ter had tried to drown herself in the 
bath.

Muddar was initially treated as 
a significant witness. 

But following analysis of 
140,000 lines of text from mes¬ 
saging apps and emails, 40,000 
messages from a laptop, 1,450 
voice recordings on Muddar’s 
phone and 17,000 pages of 
Facebook messages she was 
arrested in September and charged 
in October with murder, but was 
found guilty of manslaughter. 

Chowdhury was arrested and 
charged in August 2013 with 
Ayesha’s murder. 

Detective Inspector Donna 
Convery, from the Met Police 
homicide and major crime com¬ 
mand, said: “In all my years as a 
police officer I have never come 
across a case of this nature. 

“It took us months to unpick and 
investigate the web of lies that 
Kiki Muddar had constructed. 

“Ayesha was a bright and intelli¬ 
gent little girl who was well liked 
by teachers and classmates alike. 

“She was subjected to horrific 
levels of mental then physical 
abuse. 

“Muddar went to extremely 
sophisticated and complex lengths 
to construct a number of fictitious 
characters, she used to influence 
Polly Chowdhury to harm her 
child. 

“The motivation behind this cam¬ 
paign of abuse was remains 
unclear. What is painfully clear, 
however, is that Ayesha, an eight- 
year-old girl, has had her life taken 
away in horribly brutal circum¬ 
stances.”

Man jailed for his part in 
£161,000 VAT fraud plot 



SENTENCED:

A MAN has been jailed for his role in 
a gang involved in a VAT fraud. 

Joseph Benson, 54, of Broadstrood, 
Loughton, tried to reclaim VAT pay¬ 
ments he was not entitled to for BJ 
Electronics Ltd, a company where he 
was a director. 

Despite his involvement in the gang, 
which attempted to steal £161,000, he 
did not obtain any repayments. The 
other gang members were Patrick 
Dugbo, 49 and his brother Solomon 
Dugbo, 43, and self-employed book¬ 
keeper Elizabeth Harwood, 51. 

Dugbo, of Barrie Drive, Sinfin, 
Derbyshire, was the sole proprietor of 
Westlake Recycling Services, while 
his brother Solomon, of High Ash 
Avenue, Leeds, was the sole propri¬ 
etor of Leeds Reuse Centre. They 


were all involved with creating false 
invoices for VAT repayment claims 
for the purchase of electrical goods. 

Benson pleaded guilty to conspiring 
to cheat the public revenue and VAT 
fraud at Leeds Crown Court in 
October 2014 and was sentenced to 
10-and-a-half months in prison. 

Patrick Dugbo admitted the same 
charges on February 5 at the same 
court and was sentenced to 32 months 
imprisonment on Friday. 

Both Solomon Dugbo and Harwood 
were found guilty after a trial on the 
same charges as the other gang mem¬ 
bers in October 2014 at Leeds Crown 
Court. 

He was given a 12-month jail sen¬ 
tence while she given 10 months in 
prison on November 21.

He also won a feature-writ¬ 
ing award from the national 
Guardian newspaper in 2009. 

Last week’s award was for 
his investigative and cam¬ 
paigning journalism. 

The award-winning work 
included his campaign for 
greater road safety on Dry 
Street, Basildon, following 
the death of 23-year-old 
Justin Bowman in 2013. 

He uncovered council doc¬ 
uments showing drivers were 
speeding on the 40mph road 
at 80mph after Essex County 
Council claimed there was no 


need for calming measures. 

The campaign closed off 
the pathway Mr Bowman 
emerged from on the day he 
died. 

Charles won his individual 
award for two further pieces 
of investigative journalism. 

He revealed that the county 
council had upheld sex abuse 
complaints against teachers 
and banned them from ever 
working with children for the 
council again, but had never 
reported them to police. 

The second investigation 
revealed how the 
Government Jobcentre had 


unwittingly signed up an 
escaped prisoner, fleeing a 
life sentence for a brutal 
attack with an iron bar. 

Charles said: “I am very 
lucky to have been trained by 
YA news editor Steve Neale, 
one of the best reporters in 
Britain, and to have Mick as 
my editor.” 

Mr Ferris said: “This was 
thoroughly deserved. 

“Charlie is an exceptional 
journalist and I’m delighted 
for him.”

Leyton Orient 1 Bristol City 3 
By Rowland Lyons at the 
Matchroom Stadium 

ORIENT blew their chance of 
climbing out of the League One 
drop zone after pressing the self- 
destruct button against the table- 
toppers on Tuesday night. 

The only positive after an 11th 
home league defeat was that all 
their closest rivals lost. 

Despite 11-goal Chris Dagnall 
giving the strugglers a shock early 
lead, the O’s remain in relegation 
danger after sloppy defending 
allowed City a way back with 
Aaron Wilbraham’s strike sand¬ 
wiched by Luke Freeman’s double. 

After last Saturday’s superb win 
at mid-table Walsall, Dagnall con¬ 
tinued with his fine goalscoring 
form and netted with a smart 
fourth minute strike from David 
Mooney’s pass. 

But Orient were back to their old, 
bad habits eight minutes later, 
when they sloppily allowed Kieron 
Agard time to cross and Freeman 
bundled home despite Baudry’s 
best efforts on the line. 

The east Londoners then had a 
great opportunity to restore their 
lead only three minutes later, but 
Jobi McAnuff wasted his chance 
and shot wide. 


That miss proved costly as City 
edged ahead when the unmarked 
veteran Wilbraham rose highest 
and nodded home Freeman’s 
inswinging set-piece, with the lat¬ 
ter having arguably gone down too 
easily from an innocuous Baudry 
challenge. 

However, the pendulum nearly 
swung the O’s way five minutes 
later when Dagnall’s driven, point- 
blank, bouncing effort was tipped 
over by a grateful Frank Fielding 
from Josh Wright’s lofted free-kick. 

With both defences looking 
shaky, chances came and went 
with Joe Bryan heading wide for 
City, when well-placed, before 
Hedges blazed over and O’s skip¬ 
per Romain Vincelot headed 
Andrea Dossena’s flag-kick over 
from six yards with the goal at his 
mercy on the stroke of half-time. 

It took 12 second half minutes 
before Orient troubled Fielding, 
with Dossena bringing the best out 
of the former Derby gloveman, 
with a rasping 30-yard snapshot. 

But once again City netted and 
former Arsenal junior Freeman 
bagged his second with a sliding 
effort after the O’s failed to clear 
and allowed Bryan too much time 
and space to cross. 

Boss Fabio Liverani then intro¬ 
duced the popular Dean Cox and 
forgotten man Jay Simpson. 


But City held out despite third sub 
Gianvito Plasmati and Vincelot 
going close to leave a surprisingly 
upbeat manager admitting: “We 
played a very good team - top of the 
table - and they had three chances 
and scored three goals. 

“We were in the game until the 
end and it was a very good perfor¬ 
mance. We had a good start and I 
think we played good football 
throughout the game. 

“Even though we lost the game, I 
feel as if we are on the right track. 

“I believe in my team and I must 
also say we had six clear chances 
to score. We have made a lot of 
progress and we all know each 
other a lot better.” 

Orient travel to managerless 
Peterborough on Saturday, and 
Liverani concluded: “I am not 
worried by the loss tonight and 
think we can win on Saturday. 

“We can win against anyone in 
this league - home or away. But, I 
am not superstitious. If we put in 
good performances, we will win 
games before the end of the sea¬ 
son.” 

Robins’ boss Steve Cotterrill 
added: “Tuesday nights away from 
home are always tough and tonight 
was no different. It was a very 
pleasing win as they [Orient] were 
very direct and tried to put a lot of 
balls in our box. I thought that 


watering the pitch at one end at 
half-time was a nonsense - that 
can’t be allowed.” 

Vincelot, added: “We’re disap¬ 
pointed but not down in the head. I 
think you can count that the top- 
of-the-league team had three 
chances and scored three goals.
